Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claims 1-3, 8-15, 18, 38, 40-45, and 50-53 under 35 USC 112 
second paragraph, made in prior rejection is hereby withdrawn, subsequent to 
correction made by Applicant. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or disclose or make obvious a 
semiconductor device package, comprising inter alia: the carrier layer is further 
comprised of multiple layers. 

Jiang (6,359,334) discloses said device (Fig.2), except the carrier layer is not 
comprised of multiple layers. Jiang supercedes instant application only under 102(e), 
and the assignee of Jiang is the same as instant application. Therefore, Jiang cannot 
be combined with another reference in a 103 rejection. 

Raab (6,294,040 - Figs. 1,14; col.8 lines 48-52; col.14 lines 17-29) in view of 
Takahashi et al. (5,461,087 - Figs.1a-1f; col.3 lines 58-63) disclose said device, except 
Raab does not disclose adhesive strips that are mutually independently positonable.
